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The Church

Full accounts were given in 
the Synodical Bulletin. ‘Two churches observed their fiftieth, one its fortieth, one its 
thirty-fifth, two their thirtieth, five their twenty-fifth, two their fifteenth, two their 
tenth, and one its fifth. A fifty-second and seventh were also celebrated. The fiftieth 
anniversary of Secretary Bacher’s ordination, the fortieth of Dr. Genszler’s, and the 
twenty-fifth of Dr. Christy's pastorate at St. Mark’s occasioned celebrations also. 


Sickness and Bereavement 


The year has been marked by much sadness in ministerial homes on account of © 
Sickness, accidents and death. The Rev. H. G. Koch, pastor at Cedarburg, Wisconsin, 
after a year’s efforts to overcome the effects of a stroke, found himself disabled for 
active pastoral duties and resigned his pastorate in November 1939, moving with his 
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faithful wife to Milwaukee. The Rev. A. A. Gruhn, pastor of Redeemer, South Sidz, 
Milwaukee, after a great deal of illness during the winter, resigned his pastorate in April, 
1940, and will retire. A severe injury in an accident that demolished his automobile 
confined the Rev. D. H. Bucks to the hospital and inactivity from Christmas until 
Easter, but through the mercy of the Lord he has been restored to health and to his 
usual activities in Washington Park church, Milwaukee. 


Death has entered the homes of three of our pastors during the year and taken 
little children: Dorothy Broesicke, of Waterloo, Wisconsin; Virginia Mae Peterson 


_of Zumbrota, Minnesota; and John Bost McCreary of Sheboygan, Wisconsin. Two. 


ministerial members of the Synod, Professor H. B. Reed, D. D., and the Rev. G. W. 
Genszler, D. D., laid down their labors in death, as reported elsewhere. The Lord has 
sustained the faith and courage of the dear ones thus bereaved, and they have dem- 
onstrated the victory of their Christian confidence over the sorrow of their hearts. 


George Dressler, the son of our professor, reported recovering a year ago, is still - 
undergoing painful and patience-trying corrective surgery, and thanks to our kind 
Heavenly Father who has given him a strong constitution and a courageous heart, is 
standing the ordeal well with confidence in ultimate campite recovery.

The State of the Church 


The State of the Church can be adjudged in many specific details by a careful 
study of the reports of the committees and officers of the Synod without a special 
questionnaire. Your president has therefore refrained from asking specific questions this 
past year. His opinion, formed after widespread personal visitation and voluminous 
correspondence, is that the state of the church as represented by our Synod is on the 
whole healthy. He knows of only one or two congregations marred by internal 


‘strife, and even there patience is in evidence. Congregations actually seeking pastoral 


supervision and leadership have been scarce, and always well supplied during the 
vacancies. Cooperation in synod-wide enterprises has been excellent, as witness the 
many laymen willing to help in the preparation for the every member visitation, the 
improvement in the benevolent giving, the attendance at the church councilmen’s 
conferences, the growing number of enlistments in ‘‘the 900"’ for the Jubilee Offering, 
the increased attendance at summer schools and camps and at conferences and institutes; 
the prompt and general response of pastors to the poll on the proposed purchase of a 
new seminary building, and the general spirit of cordiality among and between all

parts of the Synod. 


\ 


At the December meeting of the Executive committee a communication was 
presented from the Seminary Board asking the committee to recommend to the Synod | 
that permission be granted the Seminary to purchase the C. S. Pillsbury home. The 
Executive committee deferred action pending further information. A committee of 
the Seminary Board conferred with the owners of the property and secured an option, 
without cost, until February 13, by which time the Executive committee would have 
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met again. In order to guide the Executive Committee in its action your president 
took it upon himself to poll the pastors of the Synod as to their opinions, urging 
them to consult such leading laymen as they thought would have opinions on the 
subject. Out. of 100 ministers thus addressed he received 86 replies, of which 83 were 
definitely favorable to the purchase and 2 definitely opposed. One was non-committal. 
On the basis of these opinions the Executive Committee and Seminary Board took 
actions reported by them elsewhere in these proceedings. 


The Children of the Church 


Your president has noted with concern the decline in the number of units of 


weekday children’s instruction groups under the ‘‘Children of the Church’’ set-up . 


from those formerly under the Light Brigade and Luther League control. This decline 


he attributes to a perversion of the resolutions passed by the United Lutheran Church 


in 1936, and of the Executive Board as reported to the Convention of 1938. The 
resolutions state “‘that the Women’s Missionary Society be designated as the agency 
to carry on this work in all congregations of the Church.’’ The committee designated 
to build and project the program under the general direction of the Parish and Church 
School Board has taken control of the program out of the hands of the W. M. S. in 
several definite respects, of which may be mentioned: the synodical secretaries who are 
to supervise this work are not to be selected by the Women’s Missionary Societies; the 
work of the Children of the Church is no longer to be reported to the conventions 
of the Women’s Missionary Societies; the finances are not in any way connected with 
those of the W.M.S.; the books are to be audited by the Synod’s auditors; and the 
statistics are to be reported under a heading not associated with the work of the 
Women’s Missionary Societies at all. Your president questions what functions are 
left to the agency that the Church has designated as the one “‘to carry on this work 
in all congregations of the Church.’”’ It is no surprise to him to note that the number 
of units has decreased from 2,408 to 1,361 in the whole Church and from 75 in this 
Synod to 53. With no local responsibility like that of the Luther League or Women’s 


Missionary Society to supervise such training of children and to rejoice in its 


accomplishments it is difficult to find able and enthusiastic leadership for it. Your 
President is concerned with this decline, and therefore recommends: 


That the Synod memorialize the United Lutheran Church to fulfill the purpose 
of its Executive Board's resolution II. 4 (d): ‘‘that the Women’s Missionary Society 
be designated as the agency to carry on this work in all congregations of the Church” 
(1938 ULCA Minutes, P. 54) by making it a department of the Women’s Mission- 
ary Society and asking the Society to conduct it as one of its regular functions. 


Status of Statistician 


In December, 1939, a school for statisticians was conducted under the leadership 
of Secretary W. H. Greever of the United Lutheran Church in America. Out of that 
school grew a resolution recommending that “it would be of value to the Executive 
Committee of the Synod if the Statistical Secretary were a member of that committee.’ 
Your president concurs in that opinion and therefore recommends: = = 


That the Synod amend its constitution in such a way as to make the Statistician 
of the Synod a member of its Executive Committee. 


Bulletin 


The Synod at its last convention asked for the continuance of the Synodical 


Bulletin all through the summer instead of its discontinuance between mid-June and 
mid-September as in previous practice. This was complied with. Only one congregation 
used it under second class mailing rates during that period, many others changed from 
the weekly to the quadriweekly form, and some pastors questioned their ability to use 
it at all. The editor would like instructions for the summer ass this year. 
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ULCA Statement on Recall 
At the 1938 convention of the United Lutheran Church in America it adopted 2 


_ Statement on ‘‘The Call to the Ministry’’ as a guide to synods and congregations. It. 


recommended certain changes in synodical and congregational constitutions. One of 


these in particular has a practical aspect, and has already been incorporated in the model 


constitution for congregations published by the United Lutheran Publication house. 
It provides “that it shall be the policy of the Church to recognize this right (to 
terminate the contractual, pastoral relationship without thereby terminating the call 
to the ministry) of the congregation and * * * that (this right) shall be exercised only 
after consultation with the president of the Synod and after the same prayerful — 
consideration has been used that was invoked at the issuance of the original call, and 
that it shall become effective by a two-thirds majority of all the votes cast at a duly 


called congregational meeting.’ 


One church council has recently started proceedings looking to the amendment of 
its congregation’s constitution to this effect. In view of the Church’s adoption of 
the principle your president acquiesced to their proposal. He is cognizant, however, of | 
the seriousness of such a departure from the implications heretofore recognized by the 
Synod in the doctrine of the Call, and reports this situation for the information of 


the Synod. 


ULCA Convention 


The Twelfth Biennial Convention of the United Lutheran Church in America 
will be held in Omaha, Nebraska, October 9-16, 1940. The Synod of the Northwest 
is entitled to nine lay and nine clerical delegates, all of whom but one of the latter 
(the president being ex officio a delegate) are to be elected at this convention. This 
Synod has been sending strong and able delegations to the conventions of the Church. 
It is always appropriate, however, to be reminded of the importance of the task of 
such delegates. Your president would therefore call the convention's attention to. 
resolutions passed by the Conference of Presidents of the constituent synods of the 


U. L. C. A. in Harrisburg last December: 


“*1. That there pe no limitations as to the number of times a delegate may be 
elected ; 
“2. That the methods of election employed shall in no sense foster conference but 


rather synodical representation and that our synods guard against the surrender of their 
constitutional rights as the electing bodies.”’ 


The Executive Board of the Church endorsed the principles stated in the above 
recommendations. 


Synod's Jubilee 


We are entering into a year of great significance to the Synod and to all of L uther- 
anism. The fifty years of the life of the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the 


Northwest have beea infinitely more than the passage of time. They have witnessed. 


great secular changes, but they have also brought into and saved in the Church of the 
Ages innumerable souls. The growth and record of the Synod not only indicate the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ upon us, but they also have been an influence for good 
upon all of Lutheranism. We must celebrate our first half century, and we must use it 
also as an occasion for self-examination. With that in view the committee authorized by 
the Synod at last year’s convention has been at work projecting a jubilee history, a 

jubilee moving picture, jubilee rallies for the coming year, and the jubilee offering. 
The proper committees will report these things in detail. Your President commends 
their plone and accomplishments to the earnest support of all members of the Synod.

4) Pie year 1939 saw. marked advance in the home mission work in the Synod, 
as evidenced in the aceOmpanying tabulation, as compared with the similar one for 
the previous year. The following items are worthy of special attention: 

1. A new mission, organized October 8th at Wisconsin Dells, Wisconsin, under 
the leadership of the synodical pateiowary, D. H. Shelhart, brought 82 new confirmed — 
members into the Synod. 

- Another congregation, Hote Minneapolis, served hitherto only by ‘part time 
pastors, now has attained strength to pay one half of a full time pastor’ s salary, and 
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has called Student Marvin O. Lee, who. has supplied its pulpit for the past two and 
a half years, to be its pastor upon the completion of his seminary course and aduchtanes 
va the Synod by ordination. 


2. Two congregations, First English, Winnipeg, Manitoba, and St. Andrew’s, 
White Bear Lake, have become fully self-supporting. 


3. There has been unusual growth in the missions as a whole. A study of the 
tabulation will show net accessions in the 27 congregations of 452 in confirmed 
membership and 342 in Sunday school enrollment, as compared with the same 
congregations a year previously. Indebtedness has been decreased in five of them for 
a total of $2,914, contributions for local use increased by almost $3,000, and for 
benevolence almost $1,200. Decided improvements in property were made at Antigo, 
Polar, Kildeer, Jackson Park, Mt. Carmel, Wooddale, and Ascension, St. Peter’s, 
Milwaukee; St. John’s, Mound; and Trinity, Long Lake have built new houses of 
worship, and Nativity, Milwaukee, has all plans laid for the completion of its 


_ church to enable the congregation to worship in the upstairs auditorium, hitherto 


unfinished. 


4. Negotiations between the Synodical Board and the Board of American Missions 
have resulted in the alleviation of the financial problems reported a year ago. The 
Board of American Missions, recognizing the fruitfulness of the mission operations of 
the Northwest Synod and the increase of synodical expenditures that accompanied 
its acceptance of previous reductions in the Board’s appropriations to it, graciously took 
on full mission aid to all congregations it had been helping at all in 1938, and also 
two it had not formerly aided, namely The Long Lake-Mound parish and St. John’s 
church, Phillips. The only synodical missions remaining are Oxboro, Swanburg, and 
Hope, Minneapolis. | 


There have been some changes in personnel that should be noted for record: 


Antigo-Polar: Pastor Rasmussen is granted a leave of absence while acting as 
assistant director of the Synod's Jubilee Offering. The supply pastor is the Rev. 
J. F. Eshbaugh. 


Mt. Carmel, Minneapolis: The Rev. H. J. Schmid resigned and left the territory 
early in 1940. A successor is not yet called. 


Ascension, St. Paul: The Rev. L. E. Jacobson took charge in October, 1939, 
succeeding the Rev. W. M. Stuhr. 


Swanburg, Minn.: The Rev. J. F. Masted succeeded the Rev. J. E. Dehaan in

Lake of the Isles Church Purchase: 


Acting upon authorization of the Synod at its 1938 convention (see Minutes, 
1938, P. 46), your Executive Committee on October 5, 1939, authorized the president 
and secretary to sign a proposal to purchase the Lake of the Isles Church for not 
- more than $25,000, of which $17,000 was provided by a first mortgage loan made 
by Lutheran Brotherhood, and the balance by the value of $35,800 bonds at not 
less than $16.00 the hundred, and cash provided by a Board of American Missions 
loan. The said proposal was approved by court action, and a torrens title ordered 
given upon completion of the deal. This was delayed by a contention of certain 
former owners of some of the bonds in question that they had lost possession of them 
unlawfully. This contention has now been quieted, and only minor details stand in 
the way of consummation of the purchase. 


New Opportunities: Green Bay, Wisconsin, surveyed in 1937 by the Board at 
American Missions and recommended as a possible fruitful and needy field is being 
resurveyed by the Synodical missionary with the possible end of establishment of a 
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mission there. A request has come from the church council of St. Mark’s, Fargo, 
N. D., for a survey of the South side of that city with a view of making the branch 
Sunday school there a mission congregation. Other fields are under the surveillance of 
the synodical board as places where we should establish churches. 


Problems: the problems remain largely financial. Church Extension loans are not 
being repaid as earnestly as they should be. Yet the Board of American Missions has 
aided our St. Peter’s church, Milwaukee, liberally in its building program, and also has 
subrogated its loans to two other churches to enable them to make needed im- 
provements. The appended tabulation will show the status of the loans in the 


Northwest Synod. 
The other aspect of this problem is the perennial need for larger Selene. The 


gifts on the red side of the envelopes are the fundamental hope of the Church's 


expansion. The achievements of our Home Mission administration, both synodical 
and Church-wide, merit all the support loyal members can give them. The record 
is good. Let us not fail them at any time. |

The total amount received by these beneficiaries is $2,440 for pensions and $150 
total for relief, making a total for pensions and relief of $2,590. 


A special grant of $50.00 was also given a pastor reported sick and destitute. 


We should also know something of the financial backing of this present plan 
of Ministerial Pensions and Relief. Quoting from a letter from the executive secretary 
of the Board, ‘‘At the present time the accumulated deficit of the Board is $85,000. 
We go back about $35,000 per year. In 1939 we received $3,000 less on the 


- apportionment than in 1938, and that was fifty per cent. of what we should have 
 received.”’ 


Last year ‘Synod went on record as against government social security for pastors. 


_ That leaves but one plan open for adequate pensions, that of the Contributory Plan. 


To quote again from the executive secretary. ‘‘All of the Protestant communions and 
all other branches of the Lutheran church but ourselves have seen the futility of the 
non-contributory plan and have inaugurated a contributory plan.” 


We offer the following resolution therefore: 
Resolved that Synod authorize its delegates to the Omaha convention - this year, to 
vote for a comeripetory plan of Pensions and Relief.

Dr. W. P. Christy presented the report of 
Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary 
Report of the Board of Directors _ 


The Seminary Board met four times during the year since the last convention 
of the Synod. Its actions, other than routine, were five: 


1. Pursuant to the resolutions of the Synod committing the accomplishment of 
the financial objectives of the Synod’s jubilee celebration to this Board, it elected J. K. 
Jensen as director of the Jubilee se Biiaiies and the Rev. H. T. Rasmussen as assistant 

director. 


2. It passed appropriate resolutions upon the death of the Rev. Seetaune H. B. 
Reed, D. D., which it presented to Mrs. Reed and recorded in its Minutes and in the 


Seminary Bulletin. 


3. It issued a call to the Rev. Paul E. Huffman of Baltimore, Maryland, as 
professor to fill the Louise E. Grunow memorial chair of Old Testament, made vacant 


by the death of Dr. Reed 


4. It adopted a set of rules governing the investment of Seminary funds, wihich 
have been printed in the Synodical Bulletin. 


5. A matter of outstanding interest to all friends of our seminary is the proposed 
acquisition of a new property to be used as a seminary building. Synod has already 
been informed of the value and ideal location of this property and how well it meets 
the needs of our institution. 

The seminary faculty and board together with a large snails of other members 
of synod who inspected it heartily approved its purchase, consequently the board by 
resolution authorized the officers of the seminary to take the necessary steps to secure 
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the property on option. This <ction of the board has been approved unofficially by a 
poll of the members of synod. 

‘The action of the seminary board at a special meeting held in- Minneapolis, 
December 11, 1939 is as follows: 


‘Motion made and carried that the Board of Directors recommend to the 1940 
annual convention of the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest that 
it approve the purchase of the property located at 100 East 22nd Street, Minneapolis, 


Minnesota, for a price not to exceed $25,000.00. 
‘‘Motion made and carried that we notify the Executive Committee of Synod of 
this action, and ask them to take under consideration a similar recommendation. 

‘‘Motion made and carried that we authorize the officers of this board to enter into 
an option contract with the owner upon the best terms obtainable. 

“Motion made and carried that the Property Committee obtain photographs of this 
residence and a detailed description thereof, and furnish this information at their 
discretion to members of Synod.”’ 

The Seminary Board requests synod to approve this purchase so that the transaction 
can be completed prior to the expiration of the option on June 1, 1940. |

Report of the Faculty—April 1, 1940 


The faculty would report the successful completion of the Rondiaen’s ‘20th 
scholastic year. The regular work of the school has proceeded harmoniously and 


without interruption. 

The sermon to the graduating class will be preached by the Rev. Professor John 
Henry Graf April 21, at Holy Trinity Church, Minneapolis. The Commencement 
will take place Thursday, April 25, at the same church, the Rev. Harold N. Stoffel to © 


_ give the address. Following the instruction of the Board an occasion has been arranged 


for the celebration of the 20th anniversary of the Seminary which will take the form 
of a dinner to be given Wednesday, April 24, at the Seminary with speakers representing 
the Synod, the Board, Seminary and the Alumni. 

The work of the Old Testament department, left without a head by the death of 
Dr. Reed, has been attended to during the year by members of the faculty. While the 
Board authorized the expenditure of $800.00 for the year to secure assistance, this has 
not been drawn upon. The bulk of this extra work has fallen upon Professer Hays, 


- who has taught throughout the year in this department with great acceptance. In 


addition to this and his regular instruction he has given much time to the cataloguing 
of the library and the improvement of its facilities. It is desirable, as soon as possible, 
to make more adequate provision for the building up and administration of the library. 
Professors have engaged in many activities outside of the Seminary in the service 
of the Church, some of them taking much time and energy. Such activities include 
work on committees and commissions of the Church, editing and promoting the 
Devotional booklet, preaching and addressing conventions, and the like. Practically all 
students work in local congregations. 
‘There have been enrolled during the year 32 students, of whom 29 completed the 
year. The following men having completed their three-year course except for the last 
term, are hereby recommended to the Board for graduation conditionally upon their 
completing their work and passing the final examinations; Messrs. George W. Genszler, 
Paul L. Graf, Marvin O. Lee, Arthur B. Midland; with the degree of Bachelor of 
Divinity, Victor Gruhn, Raymond E. Johnson, Rollin W. Tomeraasen, Frank Wagner. 


The Rev. Amos Streich, having secured his B. A. degree is recommended for his B. D. 


degree. The Rev. Clemens H. Zeidler, Mr. Lance Staley, Dr. Louis H. Losch having 
finished the required studies and presented satisfactory theses are recommended for the 


degree of Master of Sacred Theology. 
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Shall envelopes and literature be prepared as usual for Seminary Day this year? 


With thanks to God for His continuing care, we present this report of another 
year s work for the action of the Board.

Report of the Committee on Students for the Ministry 


‘The Committee on Students for the Ministry held a meeting in Minneapolis, Minn. ‘ 
to interview students in Northwestern Theological Seminary and a sub-committee met 
in Milwaukee to interview students in the Wisconsin area before their enrollment in 


Carthage College. In all cases forms furnished by the Board of Education were 


submitted by those desiring scholarship grants. The procedurcs outlined and endorsed 
by the Synod in 1937 and 1938 were followed. 


_ $cholarship grants were given to five students in Carthage Catlins. one student at 
St. Olaf College and ten students at Northwestern Theological Seminary. In all cases 
the full amount of aid was given with the exception of one student who relinquished 
his work at the Seminary. The result of the committee's investigation was rere 
to the Executive Board of the Synod for their consideration and approval. 

Your committee is conscious of its obligation to the Church to promote men of 


the highest qualifications for the ministry. We live in difficult days and the solutions 
offered by men for the betterment of the problems of mankind have failed. The 


Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ needs to be presented in the best possible way so that 


men may see the Light of the world. Champions of the cause of truth and of salvation 
through Jesus Christ must be able to meet the challenge in these days of secularism and 
anti- Christian programs. In the preparation for such a dynamic ministry our colleges 


and seminaries are making big investment in these lives intent upon serving God and 


humanity. 

In line with the on Feeeners Ye of the Board of Education, a place showld be 
given on the program of Synod and of our conferences for a consideration of the 
situation as concerns the ministry of Word and Sacrament. Arrangements should be 


made in strategic centers for conferences of high school boys so as to place before 


them the opportunities and call to the Christian ministry. Names and addresses of 


men of ability and consecration should be sent to the Board of Education and the 


synodical committee on Students for the ministry. 


The committee calls upon the pastors to help in this important matter in presenting | 
the claims of the Christian ministry to the youth of their churches. Let us pray ‘‘the 


Lord of the harvest, that He would send forth laborers into his harvest.’’ God has 


richly blessed our Synod during these fifty years and our prayer is that leaders shall 
be raised to carry God's work steadily onward. |

Pastor C. T. Breest presented the 
Inner Mission Report 


The three Lutheran Welfare Societies of Minnesota, North Dakota and Wisconsin, 
through which the majority of the congregations of the Synod of the Northwest 
carry on their Inner Mission activities, all report another year of progress. 

A month following our last synodical convention, Dr. H. B. Reed died from a 
heart attack just three days after attending the June meeting of the board of directors of 
the Lutheran Welfare Society of Minnesota, on which he represented the Synod and of 
which he was first vice-president. We thank God for the counsel and cooperation 
afforded by Dr. Reed in the years he served as a board member. 

This Society was recently privileged to acknowledge the receipt of the property 
known as the Children’s Receiving Home in St. Paul as a gift from the Magdalen 


society of that city. 
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We rejoice, too, in the forward action of the Minnesota district of the American 
Lutheran hurch in convention assembled, in which the Lutheran Welfare Society was 
designated as ‘‘the official child placement agency for the Minnesota district.’’ 


We are also happy to report that the Lutheran Welfare Society of North Dakota 
has reached a working agreement with Missouri Synod churches of that state, which 
stands as a basis for actual co-operation in child welfare work between these two 
groups to their mutual advantage. 

The Lutheran Welfare Society of Wissensii has also functioned actively during 
the past year, and reports increasing support by Northwest Synod members. The 
institutional department is active in 19 institutions throughout the state. Child. welfare 
work is at present being done in more than 55 of the 71 counties of Wisconsin. The 
needs in this department are multiplying, as is also true in the other two state societies 
mentioned in this report. The financial problem is always acute and the co-operation - 
and interest of every congregation of our Synod is urgently needed in this labor of 
love. 

In response to the appeal for relief of the dire distress of our Canadian brethren © 
for the third successive winter almost a ton of warm clothing was shipped. This time 
the collection center was Luther House in Minneapolis, one of the institutions of the 
Lutheran Welfare Society of Minnesota, which agreed to repack and forward these — 
donations received from various parts of our Synod and adjacent territory. Grateful 
acknowledgment is again received for the assistance given and needs met. 


Let us hope that we who are marching under the common banner of the Christ 
in these ever-enlarging inter-synodical endeavors may have the wherewithal to extend 
our lines of service even farther,—that we need not neglect the neglected but be to 
many more a helping hand when that hand is needed and when they call to us for 
help in the name of Christ, to Whom alone we give glory and honor for the privilege 


of co- operating in this, His work.

: Your committee on the work of state Luther Leagues in our Synod begs leave to 
report as follows: 


Wisconsin State Luther League 


The i ashes League of Wisconsin in the past year has increased its services to the 
youth of our churches through the conscientious and untiring efforts of its workers in 
all departments. Especially in our education, life service and missionary departments 
have we witnessed true ‘‘conservative leadership.”’ | 

At the time of the writing of this report we have fulfilled our missionary quota of 
eighty dollars toward the national project of ten thousand dollars for a boys’ school 
in Liberia, Africa, and paid sixty-five dollars on our pledge of one hundred dollars to 
Carthage College. 

These were our goals for both 1940 and 1941, but in view of these facts we can 
assume an additional project for 1941. Membership in the Pocket Te:tament League has 
_ trebled. Increased attendance at rallies and conferences is evident. 

Our Executive Committee, realizing the importance of having well informed 
Leaguers, assumed the publication of a state paper, ‘“The Youth Herald.”’ This paper is 
- sent to the Leaguers once a month at the expense of the State organization. 

The Executive Committee held a President's conference Sunday, March 31, at the 
Church of the Reformation, Milwaukee. 
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Plans are riow being made for our forty-second convention at Incarnation Ctecch, 
Milwaukee, November 7-9, 1940. | | 


Minnesota State Luther League 


The Executive Committee of the Minnesota State Luther L. eague is happy to report 
that we have had what we consider a very successful year since the Synod meeting 
last May. Our success is measured in part by the increased number of young people 
engaged in useful participation in our Luther Leagues. At present there is an esti- 
mated Senior League membership of 700 from 33 local Leagues, and an Intermediate 


_ League enrollment of about 400 from 20 local leagues. This brings our total mem- 


bership to 1100 Leaguers, which is more than double that reported at the last Synod 
meeting. Three Senior leagues and one Intermediate league have joined the State 
League since that time. | 

Last year our local Leagues raised $150 to sponsor a Seminary student, Paul 
Waldschmidt, to do pioneering missionary work during the summer months in the 
northern part of our State near Fifty Lakes, Minn. At the time that this project was 
considered at our State Convention in Sept., 1938, we did not know just what tan- 
gible good would come of this work, so we entered into it with a ‘‘casting our bread 
upon the waters’’ idea. We are very happy to report that, through the Grace of God, 


regular Sunday services are now being conducted at Fifty Lakes, Minn., by Rev. 
Masted, because of the pioneering missionary work of Paul Waldschmidt. This year 


we plan to undertake a similar project, if we can fulfill our National Missionary proj- 
ect quota by the time of our annual convention next September over the Labor Day 
week-end. This year our State convention is being held at Salem Church, Albert Lea, 
Minnesota. |

We have had quite a ‘successful year in our young people’ s work, 

We have 17 active members in our League, and meetings are held twice a month, 
with the exception of the summer months.

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In His great kindness God has spared the lives of two of His servants who have 
been in serious accidents. Several of the homes of our pastors have been saddened by 
the loss of loved ones. We pray God to watch tenderly over all of these homes. 


Prof. H. B. Reed, D.D. 


The Rev. Dr. H. B. Reed, Professor of Old Testament Exegesis and Hebrew at 
Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary, Minneapolis, Minnesota, died suddenly 
June 15, at his summer home at Lake Minnetonka. 


Harry Bertram Reed, son of Robert A. and Mary (Blose) Reed, was born 
Rebreary 2, 1872, at Independence, Iowa. During his infancy his parents moved 
to Delmont, Pa., where he was baptized by the Rev. V. B. Christy. During his youth 
the parents moved again, this time to Pittsburgh, where he came under the influence 
of the Drs. W. A. Passavant, senior and junior. This contact both in the church 
and in the office of ‘‘The Workman,” where he worked, influenced him greatly in his 
decision to study for the ministry. 


He was graduated from Thiel College in 1896 and acquired a master’ s degree in 
1899. ‘The same year, while a student at the Chicago Lutheran Theological Seminary, 
he organized St. Peter’s Church in that city, becoming its pastor when ordained and 
continued -as such until 1915. He was called as a professor in the Chicago Seminary, 
where he had already served as an instructor for ten years. 


Professor Reed received the degree of Doctor of Divinity from Carthage College 
in 1919, He was a member of the American Oriental Society. 


In 1920 Dr. Reed was called as head of the Department of Old Testament by 
Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary at Minneapolis. His chair was endowed 
later by William Grunow, the Chicago manufacturer, in memory of his mother, and 
also because he loved and admired the pastor who had instructed and confirmed him. 

_ Throughout the nineteen years that he served on the faculty of Northwestern, Dr. 
Reed imparted to the successive groups of men not only the results of a scholarship 
seldom equaled in the difficult department of theology in which he taught, but in his 
person and life gave example of a lovable and consecrated minister of Jesus Christ. Dr. 
Reed contributed in measure not generally known to the character and standing of 
Northwestern Seminary during its formative years. In 1927 he organized and served 
St. John’s at Mound, Minnesota, near his summer home, remaining in 1 charge until 
the work required the full time of its pastor. 

June 23, 1896, Dr. Reed was united in marriage to Myra Gertrude Jones of 
Greenville, Pennsylvania, who as a devoted wife bears her loss with Christian fortitude. | 
Their two children, Mrs. H. C. Kettlewell of Minneapolis and the Rev. R. Bertram 
Reed of Milwaukee, and a grandson, H. Reed Kettlewell, survive. From his parental 
home there are two brothers, Dr. John M. Reed of Pittsburgh and William B. Reed 
of Washington, D. C.; and a sister, Mrs. O. W. A. Oetting of Cleveland, Ohio. 


Throughout Sunday, June 18, the body rested in the chapel of Northwestern 
Seminary, where on the following day a short service was conducted by President 
Paul H. Roth. In St. John’s church, to which the family belongs, a beautiful service 
was conducted by the Rev. Lyle C. Burns, who spoke as an alumnus and as: pastor. 
Other short addresses were by Dr. R. H. Gerberding representing the synod; Dr. W. P. 
Christy as an old friend and for the board of directors; and Dr. Paul H. Roth as 
president and colleague on the faculty. The congregation filled the church, in which 
were many ministers and representatives of institutions. Burial was at Hillside 


cemetery, Minneapolis. 


The Rev. George William Genszler, D.D. 


The Rev. George William Genszler was born July 4, 1867 at Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. He was baptized in St. Johannes Lutheran Church by the noted Dr. A. 
Spaeth; was confirmed in Christ’s Lutheran Church in 1884 by the Rev. Groh and 
was ordained in Trinity Lutheran Church, Reading, Pennsylvania in June 1899. He 
lived on a farm until he was nineteen and was then employed as a carriage builder until 
he was twenty-four. He attended Muhlenberg college at Allentown, Pennsylvania and 
Mt. Airy Lutheran theological seminary at Philadelphia. He received his A. B. 
degree from Muhlenberg in 1896 and his M. A. degree from that same institution in 
1899. Susquehanna University honored him with a D. D. degree in 1924. 

Dr. Genszler was the son of Henry A. Genszler and Henrietta (Foszbinder) 
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Genszler. He was married to Stella Hunsicker at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, on 
September 19, 1899. Mrs. Genszler died June 11, 1921 at Racine, Wisconsin. 


He died from pneumonia and other complications just six days after fulfilling an 
arduous Sunday's duties, on Saturday, March 9. He was well-beloved by the members 
of Holy Communion, Racine, whom he had served faithfully for twenty-one years, by 
= Synod of the Northwest and by a large part of the United Lutheran Cc urch in» 

merica. 

Dr. Genszler served on the board of directors of Carthage College from 1919 
until 1939, when his son, the Rev. Garrett Genszler, was elected in his place. Since 
1932 he was a director of Northwestern Lutheran theological seminary, Minneapolis, 
Minnesota. He was chairman of the examining committee of the Northwest Synod 
from 1930 until the time of his death. He was also one of Synod’s delegates to the 
convention of the United Lutheran Church in America in 1938. He served as president 
of the Wisconsin Conference, Synod of the Northwest, for nine years prior to 1928. 

Before entering the Synod of the Northwest in 1917, he served as the pastor of 
the First English Lutheran Church at Selinsgrove, Pennsylvania, for ten years and 
St. John's Lutheran Church, Columbia, Pennsylvania for the next eight years. He 
served Lake Park English Lutheran Church, Milwaukee, for a year and a half before 
accepting the call to Holy Communion, Racine. 

Five children were born to Dr. and Mrs. Genszler. They are Mrs. S. Dahlstrom 


of Racine, the Rev. Garrett Genszler of Marinette, Mrs. Louis Jensen and Mrs. Walter 


Monefeldt, both of Racine and George William, Jr., a senior student at Northwestern 
Theological Seminary. Other survivors are three brothers, three sisters and several 


grandchildren. 

The funeral, held in Holy Communion church on Tuesday, March 12, overtaxed — 
the facilities of both church and parish house. The choir sang ‘‘A Mighty Fortress 
Is Our God,”’ and Mrs. Ellen Schlender sang a prayer, the words of which were writ- 
ten by the deceased. Tributes of esteem were given by the Rev. Dr. R. H. Gerberding, 
president of the Synod: the Rev. Dr. J. H. Dressler, for Northwestern Seminary, and 
President R. J. Schultz for Carthage college. The Rev. Dr. Paul Wagner Roth 
preached a positive Christian sermon from Romans 8:31: “If God be for us, who 
can be against us?’’

The new challenge for 1940 is ‘Teach All.’’ An intensely condensed summary of 
activities and interests includes: Committee representation at the Chicago regional con- 
ference, adoption of the Board’s plans and promotion of objectives. vigorous promo- 
tion of educational objectives through three conference Sunday school sessions, two 


publications, “‘Associations’’ and ‘‘Church School Bell,’’ three summer schools (Mon- 


tana Bible Camp Assembly, Green Lake, Spicer, Minn., Green Lake, Wis.) Other far- 
reaching features include the Twin City teachers’ and leaders’ training school, itinerary 
of Dr. C. H. B. Lewis in Wisconsin and Minnesota, several regional conferences and 
institutes, leadership promotion, daily vacation Bible schools, Children of the Church 
groups, Evangelism as expressed in the Children’s Crusade, the growing use of visual 


education. Sunday school enrollment and attendance is increasing. Benevolence shows 


an increase of 16%. Subscriptions to ‘“The Parish School’ total 191. Pastor Haker 
has made significant contributions to the Church's literature in the ‘‘Christian Youth” 
series. Dr. Zinck’s book is being widely used in adult education, and “Forty Thou- 
sand Strong’’ by Dr. Bagger is being introduced in large numbers in our Church 
Council groups. A belated beginning has been made in parent education to hold the 
newly confirmed, by new Board literature.

Its chief task therefore was to prepare a tentative schedule for the observance of 
the Synod’s Jubilee, which is as follows: 


I. A weekly column in the Synodical Bulletin beginning January 1, 1940. 


II. The Jubilee Offering, to be made in all congregations of the Synod in accor- 
dance with a schedule previously arranged between the Director of the Offering and the 
respective congregations, beginning in March, 1940, and continuing until completed. 


III. A Jubilee History to be sold at a very low price throughout the Synod. 


IV. A moving picture to be ready by November, 1940, showing the history and 
development of the Synod. | 


V. A series of public rallies reaching all congregations, dele 1940-41. 


VI. The Jubilee Convention, to be held so that a grand festival can be held on the 
exact fiftieth anniversary date of the Svnod’s organization, i.e., September 23, 1940. 


These plans are already being carried out. The Synodical Bulletin has its weekly 
column, sometimes devoted to historical items and. sometimes to the progress of the. 
various features of the observance. | 


The Jubilee History, a 116 page book entitled ‘‘The Story of ~ Synod,”’ written 
by the Rev. Professor P. H. Roth, D.D., illustrated with pictures of forerunners, 
founders and early churches of the Synod, and with a picture of every present church 
building and its pastor, to be sold at twenty-five cents the copy, is on the press as 
this is being written and will probably be ready for distribution at this convention. 
Its editorial committee is Pastor Wetzler, Dr. L. V. Downing, and President Ger- 
berding. 


A committee of the Stewardship Committee has been working on a moving pic- 
ture throughout the year. The Rev. John Gable has given much technical help. The 
photography is being done by the Rev. G. B. McCreary, and the scenario is based on 
The Story of the Synod by Dr. Roth.

Convention and commends all churches which have distributed the excellent literature 
which carries its own appeal. 
On the various mission fields the following facts are worthy of note: In India, 
Christianity is now ae to the higher castes, which is significant in view of the 
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accelerated trend toward national independence. Plans for the Centenary Fund of 1942 | 


are progressing. In Liberia, Africa, a third station has been opened in the hinterland. 
The Luther League of America has as its objective the raising of $10,000 for a boys’ 
school in Liberia. Japan has recognized Christianity as one of its three official relig- 
ions. Japanese Lutherans are spreading our Church in Korea, Manchukuo and the 
recently occupied Japanese portions of China. In our China mission in Shantung prov- 
ince more accessions are reported this year than in former years. Two new mission- 
aries were added in 1939. Our mission in Argentina, South America, celebrated its 
twentieth anniversary last year, and the work in British Guiana has expanded with 
additional pastors and new buildings.

A questionnaire as to work done among Lutheran students in non-Lutheran 
institutions brought the — report from twelve of fifteen pastors in student 
centers: 

Seven reported that contacts with students are made through the mails or by 
personal calls, six reported student groups, eight reported 165 students taking part 
in church activities, and ten reported an average total attendance of 250 students at 
services, 

- Our work at the University of Wisconsin has made unusual progress during the 
past year in that student pastor Blenker has satisfactorily correlated the work of the 
American Lutheran Conference with that of the United Lutheran Church in America. 
In view of this, and upon suggestion from the Board of Education, your committee 
recommends, that additional financial support be granted the work at Madison, and 
that this recommendation be referred to the Executive Committee of Synod.

Report of the Stewardship Committee 


Your Stewardship Committee has met three times since the last convention of the 
Synod. More meetings were rendered unnecessary by the faithful functioning of the 
sub-committees charged with the various departments of the Committee’s work, and 
by the Committee's anticipation of the tasks that the Synod’s Jubilee would entail. 
At its first meeting, held May 24, 1939, the committee as newly constituted by the 
Synod, reorganized, and elected Mr. C. A. Gottschalk secretary. We hereby report the 
Committee’s activities under seven  sub-heads largely corresponding with its 
sub-committees’ functions: 
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1. Every Member Visitation. The Committee prepared two sie a new 


teeestune, leaflets entitled ‘‘Don't Forget the Best’ and “Here is the Story.” It ordered 


“When the Deacon Talked in Church’’ reprinted in 20,000 copies, and saw to the 
printing and distribution of 4,000 copies of the President's sermon, “‘Low Ceiling’’ 
as ordered by the Synod. All of these pieces it either distributed completely before 


the E. M. V. or kept in part for future distribution. 


The Chairman also supervised an exchange of lay-speakers prior to the Visitation, 
by which 55 laymen spoke in 38 different churches at Sunday morning services. This 
service was generally appreciated, although some pastors judged its effects only by the 
effectiveness of the visitors as public-speakers. The value of such exercise to the 
speakers themselves, and consequently to their own congregations ee not be 
overlooked in deciding whether or not to accept this service. | 


The results of the Every Member Visitation have been reported by 64 congrega- 
tions, whose total subscription for Benevolences are $77,052, almost as much as the 
whole Synod’s giving in 1939. Of these, 44 congregations whose figures for both 1938 
and 1939 are reported, those subscribing for 1940 were 9,398 for $57,814, as against 
8,476 subscribing $42,555 for 1939. 


The Family Altar: This committee functions chiefly through the manager of 


a the ib oes Booklet, the Rev. J. H. Dressler, D. D. The booklets attained the 


unprecedented sale of 150,000 copies for the recent Lenten Season, and a post-Easter 
issue of 80,000 was soon exhausted. The spiritual value of this work is incalculable. 
As a by-product of it, employment has been given to five seminary students in wrapping 
and shipping the booklets, thus helping them toward their goal of a ministerial 
education; and the surplus income has been sufficient to provide the Stewardship 
Committee with funds for camera, projection, and sound equipment for use in the 
preparation and showing of a Jubilee moving picture. In view of the substantial 
amount. accruing through this work the Committee had the manager bonded in the 


sum of $500. 


3. Monthly letters: The Committee, through a of three, continues 
to issue monthly letters to Church Councils, sent to pastors, recording secretaries, and 
stewardship secretaries of congregations, to stimulate all benevolent operations. 


4. The Committee on Sunday schools again urged every member visitations in all 
schools, resulting in an increase of 16% in their benevolences over previous years. 


5. Evangelism: This important function was especially stressed by the ULCA 
Board of Social Missions. The Rev. G. B. McCreary was the special representative of 


your Committee in this Synod, to stimulate general use of the helps offered by the 
Board. Unfortunately the Board mis-sent the cards for reporting results and use of 


its literature, so no tangible results can be recognized. The Board and Executive 
Board recommend that Evangelism be made part of newly aligned synodical committees 
on Social Missions, to include also what we have committed to our Inner Mission 
Committee of the Synod. Your Stewardship Committee awaits your action on this 
recommendation. 


6. Church Debts: The Synod’s committee on Church Debts was welcomed as a 
department of this Committee, and some of its members attended some of our meet- 
ings. Your Committee has invited them all to attend all meetings. They report having | 


met with church councils of two congregations, and your Committee has voted to ask 


inclusion of reports of debt reductions with the parochial statistics as published in the 
Minutes of the Synod. The department of Church Debts offers its counsel to any con- 
gregation requesting it. yy 


7. Synod’s Jubilee: The Stewardship Committee anticipated the Synod’s action on 
the observance of its fiftieth anniversary by looking into the possibilities of preparing 
a moving picture for use in the jubilee celebration. It turned its studies and personnel 
over to the General Jubilee Committee upon its appointment by order of the Synod 
given last year, and offers its continued cooperation to make the Jubilee a success in all

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 


The Eighth Biennial Convention of the Women’s Missionary Society of the Synod 
of the Northwest and the Thirty-first Convention of the Women’s Missionary Society 
of Wisconsin Conference were held jointly, in the Luther Memorial Church, Madison, 
Wisconsin, on October 15th, 16th and 17th. | 


Convention Theme 


The Convention theme was ‘“The Church in a Changing Civilization.’’ The theme 
was based on Eph. 3:20: ‘“‘Unto Him be glory in the Church by Christ Jesus, 
throughout all ages, world without end. Amen.” 


There were in attendance at the convention 35 Official Delegates from the Synodical 
Society, and 162 Official Delegates from the Conference Society, a total of 197 official
